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Anthony M. Reardon (Tony) was elected national president in August 2015 at the National

In that capacity, Reardon chaired the NTEU team that negotiated a new, 

six-year contract with the Internal Revenue Service and led the union’s Custom and Border 

Protection bargaining team. He represented NTEU on various union-agency management forums 

and worked with agency leaders. In 2015, President Obama appointed Reardon to the National 

Council on Federal Labor-Management Relations and the Federal Salary Council.  

 

Reardon is committed to working with NTEU chapter leaders and members to define and 

construct a shared vision for NTEU’s future, one that prepares the union to meet the challenges 

ahead. He believes strongly that federal employees deserve fair pay and a secure retirement and 

is committed to ensuring they can rely on fair promotion and appraisal systems and have the 

tools and resources they need to do their jobs.
